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The gum of various plants is often crusted with resin, form- 
ing what are called gum-resins. Such are gamboge, assa- 
foetida, &ec. y 

There is a substance somewhat resembling gum, and often 
united with it, but which is not quite soluble in water, but 
merely swells up and forms a sort of jelly with it: it is called 
bassorine, and exists in most seeds and mosses, and in many 
gums, as that called tragacanth, and the common fruit-tree 
gums,—giving them a degree of insolubility. ‘The jelly formed 
by the partial solution of this substance is much used for fixing 
braids, &c., of hair, under the name of bandoline, which. is best 
prepared from Irish moss; some white pieces of which should 
be boiled in water for a few minutes, and the thick solution 
squeezed through muslin. This will not keep good more than 
a day or two, unless some essence be added to preserve it; for 
this purpose one ounce of layender-water or eau de Cologne, or 
a few drops of essential oil of almonds, dissolved in an ounce 
of spirit of wine, should be added to each half pint of the 
handoline ; it will then keep well, and should be thoroughly 
shaken together, and only a small quantity poured out for 
present use, the remainder being well corked up. Gum-water 
would answer the purpose of bandoline, but contains too much 
gum in it, so that it dries in hard masses on the hair, which 
would have to be washed off. The bandoline contains so little 
real substance that it dries into fine scales only, which will 
brush off, 

Lignin is the woody part of plants, and exists to some extent 
in all, Common wood, when separated from all foreign matters, 
as resin extractive, &c., affords a specimen of lignin, Linen 
and cotton are pure lignin, and their difference depends upon 
the structure of their fibres. Lignin is perfectly insoluble in 
both cold and hot water, but some acids act upon it and destroy 
its texture and composition; vitriol converts it into sugar; 
nitric acid (aquafortis) changes it into oxalic acid; so that 
both linen and cotton goods are destroyed by these acids. 
Strong alkalis (either soda or potash) partially destroy lignin, 
and, if very strong, completely dissolve it, 

The next class of vegetable principles contain also the 
elements oxygen, hydrogen, and carbon; but, unlike those 
already described, the proportion of oxygen is not in such rela- 
tion to the hydrogen as to form water, but is in a much smaller 
proportion. Under this head come the fats and oils, and, as 
they occur in both the vegetable and animal kingdoms, will be 
next described. Although fats, properly so called, belong to 
the animal principles, yet there are perfect fats to be obtained 
from the vegetable kingdom: palm-oil for example. 

The term ‘ fixed oil,” or ‘fat,’’ in general signifies a com- 
pound of a substance called the ‘oxide of glycerule” with 
certain organic acids, Such compounds are exclusively natu- 
ral products, not one having as yet been formed artificially. 
Among animals these substances occur chiefly in the cellular 
membrane; among plants in the seeds, capsules, or pulp sur- 
rounding the seed—very seldom in the root, 

The ordinary oils and fats are compounds of oxide of ‘ gly- 
cerule”’ with stearic, margaric, and oleic acids: two of these 
acids, and often all three, being present. ‘The consistence of 
the fat or oil depends on the predominance of one or other of 
these acids: when stearine predominates, the fat is hard and 
solid ; if margarine most predominates, the fat is soft like lard ; 
if oleine predominates, the result is oil, or a fluid fat. 

Fat, in the natural state, is enclosed in the cells of a fine net- 
work of membrane, and may be obtained by heat, which causes 
the fat to expand, and so ruptures these cells. Oils are ob- 
tained from both vegetables and animals, but are precisely the 
same, from whatever source obtained; each oil, however, 
having certain peculiarities, which will render a separate notice 
necessary.

Suertrrs’ Funp Socrery.—On Wednesday afternoon 
the annual meeting of the governors of this society was held at the 
London Coffeehouse; Mr. Sheriff Finnis in the chair, The usual 
formal proceedings having been gone through, the report was read 
by the Rev, Mr. Davis, the secretary. Those cases of distress which 
induced the sheriffs of 1809 to found this charity had prevailed to an 
unusual degree during the past year, at every session of the Central 
Criminal Court ; and of course the operations of the society had 
been more extended. The different cases of distress were relieved 
according to circumstances. Some discharged convictS were 
furnished with tools to enable them to return to their work. Others 
were furnished with the means of reaching their friends in distant 
parts of the kingdom, if their conduct justified a reasonable hope 
that they would reform. Young women, led into trifling acts of 
dishonesty by a love of finery, were either sent to their friends or 
placed in situations as servants. Some were sent at the expense 
of this charity to the Philanthropic Society; and, finally, discharged 
prisoners, who hoped to redeem their characters in another 
country, were helped to emigrate to Australia. In the selection of 
deserving cases amongst the young women, the committce were 
much indebted to the exertions of the ladies’ committee. The 
funds of the society during the past year had not received any great 
increase. The committee had received £200 under the will of the 
late Mr. A. M‘Lean, in addition tothe £100 received formerly, ‘The 
sum of £500 had been set aside for the erection of an ‘ Elizabeth 
Fry Refuge ” for deserving cases amongst discharged prisoners, The 
permanent funds of the society were £8100 in the Three per Cents., 
£1000 in the Three-and-a-Quarter per Cents., £1000 in the Reduced 
Consolidated Annuities, and £100 per annum under the will of the 
late Mrs. Stafford. The committee noticed, with expressions of 
regret, the death of Mr, Cooper, the late honorary secretary. On 
the motion of Alderman Sidney, M.P., seconded by Deputy 
Bedford, the report was received and adopted, and, after appointing 
Mr, Alderman Hooper treasurer, and Mr, Alderman Sidney trustee, 
the meeting thanked the chairman and separated.

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‘TENANT OF IRELAND AT MALLOW, ( 
THE LORD LIEUTENS 
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KILLARNEY, _ 

We this week InLUsrRaTE the recent visit of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and the Countess of Clarendon to Killarney, as a subject in 
itself highly interesting, and possessing many of the elements of 
the picturesque. : - 

To begin with the deputation from Dublin, we will quote a pas- 
sage from our journal of last week :— 

“ The Lord Lieutenant and the Countess of Clarendon, on Mon- 
day morning (the 17th), at half-past eight o’clock, left for the 
south of Ireland. They were attended by Mr. Corry Connellan 
and the Hon. Captain Ponsonby. The noble party were taken to 
Mallow ina special train, Mr. Murphy, the superintendent of the 
railway police, accompanied the viceregal party as far as Mallow, 
where the train arrived at half-past twelve o’clock,”’ 

At Mallow the directors and officials belonging to the company 
had assembled at an ceely hour to meet his lordship, and, upon his 
arrival, conducted himself and party over the works now in progress 
near the town. To witness his arrival, all the fashionables and 
well-dressed inhabitants had assembled, which, with a guard of 
honour from the 47th Regiment, made quite a brilliant assemblage, 
At twelve o’clock his lordship took his departure for Killarne ; 
amidst the cheers of the many assembled, joined in, too, by the work- 
men on the line, He arrived in Killarney at seven o’clock, where 
another large assemblage of people awaited him in the main street, 
and sheared him in his onward course to the Victoria Hotel. Early 
on Tuesday he was again en route, and at nine o’clock visited 
Innisfallen and all the other objects and places of interest, from 
Ross Island and lake through the Lower Lake, Middle Lake, Long 
Range, and Upper Lake, to Deracannehey’s Waterfall, where his car- 
riage awaited him, and drove back by Muckross Abbey and demesne 
to the hotel, where he arrived at seven o'clock. On ednesday he 
started from the Victoria at seven o’clock for Glengarriff, which he 
reached at twelve; was met by Lord Bantry, who conducted his 
lordship and party to his lodge, and, after partaking of luncheon 
prepared for them, conducted them through his charming grounds ; 
with the loveliness and beauty of which the whole party seemed 
taken by surprise, and gave utterance to the loudest praise. At 
three o’clock the party again started for Kenmare, on their way back 
to Killarney, which they reached by eight o’clock; and so ended a 
day spent amidst ungurpassable scenery. Owing to the arrange- 
ments for this drive—cighty-four miles—the stag-hunt which was to 
have come off on Wednesday had to be put off until next day 
(Thursday), when the sun shone with more than usual splendour ; 
and at eleven o’clock the whole district in the direction of Glenna 
Bay presented one mass of boats moving in the direction of Closheen- 
abonnive, close by the Eagle’s Nest, where the hounds were to 
have been put on, At twelve o’clock his lordship arrived at the 
place of meeting, Miss Plumber’s Island; and never, perhaps, did 
this sweet spot present a more lovely appearance than when his 
excellency’s barge sailed into the centre of the Little Lake, and 
was welcomed by the assembled crowd of well-dressed and fashion- 
able people, provided for in all manner and description of boats, 
from the stately eight-oared barge down to the more humble punt 
or two-decked shooting-skiff. ‘he hounds were instantly put on, 
and immediately commenced to give cry in the mountains, where 
men placed on the eminences gave notice that the stag was 
leading towards Glenna; upon which intimation all made a rush 
for the Lower Lake through Old Weir-bridge, where the contest for 
the foremost place became one of the most exciting moments of the 
day. J'rom this until two o’clock, all were on the look out, when 
the stag or, rather, doc took the water close to Glenna-cottage, 
not to swim, but merely to refresh itself, and again returned to 
the mountains, where either the hounds must have lost its scent, 
or else more stags crossed its path, as the pack broke up into 
four or five, when it may be said that the hunt terminated, without 
either a take or death. And go, too, would the sports of the day, had 
not a Mr. George Thornton, of the Grange, near Skipton, Yorkshire, 
who during the day steered a well-known flect boat in Killarney, 
the Jenny Lind, thrown down his gage of battle to Mrs. Roche, 
the proprietress of the Muckross Hotel, for a trial of speed, which 
was as readily taken up by the lady, who stecred a beautiful four- 
oared black race-gig. The race was well contested on both sides, 
and closely watched by the surrounding crowds, as well as his 
excellency’s party, by whose barge the boats ran for a long Votes 
To say that an Mnglish gentleman was coxswain against an Irish 
lady was to decide the race; and so it turned up, for the lady did 
win, and gallantly too, to the admiration of allassembled. Thislittle 
incident—small as it was—helped to lighten the delay of the hunt, 
and induced all parties to remain some time longer on the water, 
Immediately after its conclusion the Lord Lieutenant's party was 
rowed towards his hotel, and all the rest followed his example, not 
only pleased with the day’s enjoyment, but delighted with the 
sojourn in Killarney, Jor the beauty and much of the bril- 
liant effects on the water, great praise is due to Mr, Roche, the 

sroprietor of the Muckross Hotel, for the picturesque costumes of 

his boatmen, who appeared to a very large extent on the Water, 
and who must have felt flattered by the constant praise bestowed 
by all partics on his redcaps, as they were called. 

The viceregal party, while at Killarney, was particularly fortu- 
nate, as well as in Glengarry, in the weather, as it was one con- 
tinued day of sunshine; as are, indeed, the visitors still there, whose 
name is Legion; nor is there the least appearance, as yet, of a 
change. It is said Lord Clarendon inclined to come down to Cork : 
but it is now stated that his visit to Cork is likely to come of 
early next month, when it is thought that he will proceed there to 
open the Great Southern and Western Railway, and, at the same 
time, the Queen’s College. 

The return to Dublin of the viceregal party is thus described in 
a Dublin paper ;-~ 

‘On Friday morning (the 21st) their Excellencies the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and the Countess of Clarendon, the Earl and Countess of 
Craven, the private secretary, and Captain Henr Ponsonby, A.D.C., 
and suite, left Finn’s Hotel, at Killarney, an ae from thence 
in private carriages to the present terminus of the Great Southern 
and Western Railway at Mallow, where Mr. M'‘Donnell, chairman, 
Sir John Macneil, engineer-in-chief, and some of the directors of 
the company, hada penis train in waiting to convey the illus- 
trious poasay and his distinguished fellow-tourists to Dublin. 
Shortly after their arrival at the Mallow station, the viceregal party 
ay into the royal carriage, and, everything being “ all Heke Mr.

Tue Wust InprA Matt.—The Royal Mail Company’s steam-ship 
Trent, Capt. Clark, arrived on Sunday afternoon at Southampton, 
soon after five o’clock, with the usual West India mails. During 
the homeward voyage of the Trent she experienced heavy head- 
winds throughout. The freight brought comprises 90,712 dollars for 
the dividends, 1,152,862 dollars on merchants’ account, and £75 
British coin, She brings thirty passengers. Her Majesty’s brig 
Sappho was at Vera Cruz on the 16th of August. We learn from 
th varivlon papers that the election of members to sit in the new 
General Assembly was progressing favourably for the anti-Grey 
party. 

St. Vincent.—The repulsive cutaneous disease of an infectious 
nature, lately introduced by emigrants from Africa into St. Vincent, 
still prevails, 

Sr, Lucta.—A discovery has been made, by a committee appointed 
to investigate the affairs of the treasurer’s office, of defaleations to 
a large amount. 

INDIA.-THE OVERLAND Marn,—By extraordinary express files 
of papers from Calcutta of the 7th of August, private correspondence 
of the 8th, and China of the 24th of Ju y, have come to hand. No 
Bombay journals have come by this arrival, The delay of the pre- 
sent overland mail was caused by the violence of the monsoon, the 
Precursor being obliged to go to the south of the line to avoid its 
fury. ‘The Ripon brought home the bags from Alexandria, whence 
she sailed on the 16th instant. The intelligence now received is of 
no particular importance. India and China were quiet. Gholaub 
Singh, the Mountain Monarch, has exhibited himself in the peace- 
ful and philanthropic character of a subscriber to the Lawrence 
Asylum for the children of English soldiers, and to the British 
Indian Government's five per cent, loan ; to the former he has pre- 
sented a magnificent donation of a lakh of ru ees; in the latter he 
has invested, we believe, something but little short of a million 
sterling. Moolraj has not been executed, nor is it likely that he 
will be. In the latest intelligence from Lahore it is stated that a 
belief prevailed there that the order for the commutation of the 
sentence had actually been issued, and would shortly be made pub- 
lic. The Punjaub continues quiet, and there is no immediate 
prospect of its peace being disturbed; but our Government very 
peodently keeps its troops occupying the country on the alert, and 
a part of them were ready to move on the shortest notice, The 
Marquis of Dalhousie and Sir Charles Napier continue at Simlah, 
but it has been reported that they both contemplate a journey to 
the Trans-Indus provinces of the Punjaub, Sir Henry Lawrence 
has left Simlah, and will proceed to Cashmere, partly, it would 
seem, for the benefit of his health, and partly to transact business 
with the Maharajah. A second and final distribution of Scinde 
prize-money has been ordered. The amount for division, upon 
various deductions, including one of 273,677 rs,, for Sir Charles 
Napier’s additional sixteenth of the former instalment, is 1,036,360rs., 
of which Sir Charles takes an eighth, or 186,370rs. The entire 
amount of the conqueror’s share of the spoils of Scinde is 683,522 rs., 
or very little short of the £70,000 at which it has been estimated. 
A large amount of speculation has been indulged in regarding the 
succeasor to Sir Willoughby Cotton, whose resignation has been 
accepted by the home authorities, Tt is generally understood that 
Sir William Gomm is to “ have the refusal” of the post. 

Cuina (July 26).—The local occurrences offer little matter for 
comment. ‘The weather has continued sultry, and while the northern 


districts of China are flooded, and much of the young crop destroyed, 
the south has been unusually dry.

She did so, and came down to the back kitchen, where she 
remained. Her father at this time sat in the front kitchen, and 
she never heard him leave or go up stairs. Ata quarter to eight 
her mother returned, and at this time her father was pacing up and 
down the area in front of the house. A Mr. Watkins arrived about 
the same time as her mother, when her father told them that he had 
put the child into the water-butt. She saw the child afterwards 
taken out of the water-butt by her mother and Mr. Watkins. It 
was impossible the deceased could have fallen into the water-butt 
by accident, as it was not near the chamber in which she had been 

ut to bed, and it was, moreover, covered with a lid. The witness 
also said that no person had entered the house from the time she 
had put the child to bed till the return of her mother, and that she 
had no doubt the deceased had been put into ‘the water-butt by her 
father,—Mr.jWatkins gepotatl that prisoner said, Oh, Mr. Watkins, 
take me into custody, I have drowned my child.” He (witness) 
said, “ You wicked man, how could you do such a thing?

It 
is singular to remark that glass waa broken in every room in front 
of the premises, A large leaden jar was blown from the table into 
the road, and much of the broken glass driven nearly to the oppo- 
site house, Mr. Matthews, we are sorry to say, was much burnt 
about his face and hands; and one female servant suffered by being 
scorched on the neck. Drs, Suggett and Benwall, of Greenwich, 
attended the sufferers, and afforded immediate assistance. Had the 
window-shutters been closed, the entire front of the house would 
probably have been blown into the road.

ROME. 
THE POPE’S EDICT, 

The Papal Commission has at last published the long-laoked-for 
edict of the Pope, granting a Council of State, with a consultative 
voice, a consulta der Jinances, provincial councils, municipal insti- 
tutions, judicial reform, and an amnesty. It is ‘* Given at Naples, 
in the suburb of Portici, on the 12th of September, 1849, fourth 
year of the Pontificate.” This edict is followed at Rome by a 
notification of the Cardinal Commissioners granting the amnesty, 
from which are excluded—the members of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, the members of the Constituent Assembly who have taken 
part in its deliberations ; the members of the Triumvirate and of 
the Government of the Republic; the chiefs of the military corps; 
and all thease who, having previously enjoyed the amnesty granted 
by the Pope formerly, have since participated in the risings in the 
states of the Holy See; those who, besides political offences, shall 
have been guilty of other offences punishable by penal law. The 
pardon does not include preservation of the party amnestied of any 
place that he may hold either in the public offices or in the 
provinces, 

It is announced as positive that the Emperor of Russia has 
offered to the Roman Government a loan of five million crowns 
guaranteed by the King of Naples, to be repaid by annuities, an 
to bear interest at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum; and, more- 
over, that the offer will be accepted. 


HUNGARY. 

We regret to hear that the garrison of Comorn was understood 
to be in a state of insubordination. The number is 26,000; the 
citizens, amounting to 12,000, were in great distress, all the pro- 
visions being in the hands of the soldiers. The Imperialists were 
raising three redoubts, to support the advance of troops, 

AusTriAN Mgnrcties !—The last published sentences include the 
one passed on the Roman Catholic priest Neumann for favouring 
the rebellion and speaking of the Emperor of Austria in disrespect- 
ful terms. His punishment is close confinement for twenty years !! 

Neuwirth, a littérateur, is con- 
demned to twenty years’ imprisonment, ‘ in heavy irons”; Remay, 
the actor, to ten years’ imprisonment; and Professor Perlaky, of 
the “order of Pianists,’”’ to ten years’ imprisonment in fetters, for 
the same offence !

A FEMALE SAILOR. 

Last weck the schooner Beverley arrived in Queenstown from St.

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The gum of various plants is often crusted with resin, form- 
ing what are called gum-resins. Such are gamboge, assa- 
foetida, &c. i 

There is a substance somewhat resembling gum, and often 
united with it, but which is not quite soluble in water, but 
merely swells up and forms asort of jelly with it: it is called 
bassorine, and exists in most seeds and mosses, and in maiiy 
gums, as that called tragacanth, and the commion fruitetreé 
gums,—giving them a degree of insolubility, The jelly formed 
by the partial solution of this substance is much used for fixing 
braids, &c., of hair, under the name of bandoline, which is best 

repared from Irish moss; some white pieces of which should 
be boiled in water for a few minutes, and the thick solution 
squeezed through muslin. This will not keep good more than 
a day or two, unless some essence be added to preserve it; for 
this purpose one ounce of lavender- water or eau de Cologne, or 
a few drops of essential oil of almonds, dissolved in an ounce 
of spirit of wine, should be added to each half pint of the 
bandoline ; it will then keep well, and should be thoroughly 
shaken together, and only a small quantity poured out for 
present use, the remainder being well corked up. Gum-water 
would answer the purpose of bandoline, but contains too thuch 
gum in it, so that it dries in hard masses on the hair; which 
would have to be washed off. The bandoline contains so little 
real substance that it dries into fine scales only, which will 
brush off. 

- Lignin is the woody part of plants, and exists to some extent 
in all, Common wood, when separated from all foreign matters, 
as resin extractive, &c., affords a specimen of lignin. Linen 
and cotton are pure lignin, and their difference depends upon 
the structure of their fibres. Lignin is perfectly insoluble in 
both cold and hot water, but some acids act upon it and destroy 
its texture and composition; vitriol converts it into sugar; 
nitric acid (aquafortis) changes it into oxalic acid; so that 
both linen and cotton goods are destroyed by these acids. 
Strong alkalis (either soda or potash) partially destroy lignin, 
and, if very strong, completely dissolve it. ; 

The next class of vegetable principles contain also the 
elements oxygen, hydrogen, and carbon ; but, unlike those 
already described, the proportion of oxygen is not in such rela- 
tion to the hydrogen as to form water, but is in a much smaller 
proportion, Under this head come the fats and oils, and, as 
they occur in both the vegetable and animal kingdoms, will be 
next described. Although fats, properly so called, belong to 
the animal principles, yet there are perfect fats to be obtained 
from the vegetable kingdom: palm-oil for example. 

The term “fixed oil,” or ‘fat,’ in general signifies a com- 
pound of a substance called the “oxide of glycerule ” with 
certain organic acids. Such compounds are exclusively natu- 
ral products, not one having as yet been formed artificially. 
Among animals these substances occur chiefly in the cellular 
membrane; among plants in the seeds, capsules, or pulp sur- 
rounding the seed—very seldom in the root, 

The ordinary oils and fats are compounds of oxide of ‘ gly- 
cerule” with stearic, margaric, and oleic acids: two of these 
acids, and often all three, being present. The consistence of 
the fat or oil depends on the predominance of one or other of 
these acids: when stearine predominates, the fat is hard and 
solid ; if margarine most predominates, the fat is soft like lard ; 
if oleine predominates, the result is oil, or a fluid fat. 

Fat, in the natural state, is enclosed in the cells of a fine net- 
work of membratie, and may be obtained by heat, which causes 
the fat to expand, and so ruptures these cells, Oils ate ob- 
tained froin both vegetables aid ttiitnals, but are precisely the 
sanic, from whatever source obtditted; each oil, however, 
having certain peculiaritics, whith Will rendet a sepatite totice 
necessary,

It appears that she 
was anxious to introduce his Royal Highness to the villagers; and, 
accordingly, they walked out together, going first to the distillery, 
They visited several houses there, and also éxamined a bothy where 
some of the persons employed in the dyn sleep. On réetuthing 
they took Bridge of Crathie in their way. The house of the brewer 
there they also visited, inquiring with much minuteness and interest 
into the domestic arrangements, and examining the accommoda- 
tion. Her Majesty was quite familiar, Both conversed with the 
mistress of the house with much urbanity and frankness; but the 
Queen hadto sustain the principal part of the conversation, his 
Royal Highness being unable wholly to understand the “ guid 
wife’s”” meaning until it was put in other language.

Suerirrs’ Funp Socrery.—On Wednesday afternoon 
the annual meeting of the governors of this society was held at the 
Lotidon Coffeehouse; Mr. Sheriff Finis in the chair. The usttal 
formal Paveatenae having been gone through, the report was read 
by the Rey. Mr. Davis, the secretary. Those cases of distress which 
induced the sheriffs of 1809 to found this charity had prevailed to an 
unusual degree during the past year, at every session of the Central 
Criminal Court; and of course the operations of the society had 
been more extended. The different cases of distress were relieved 
according to circumstances. Some discharged convicts were 
furnished with tools to enable them to return to their work. Others 
were furnished with the means of reaching their friends in distant 
parts of the kingdom, if their conduct justified a reasonable hope 
that they would reform. Young women, led into trifling acts of 
dishonesty by a love of finery, were either sent to their friends or 
placed in situations as servants. Some were sent at the expense 
of this charity to the Philanthropic Society; and, finally, discharged 
prisoners, who hoped to redeem their characters in another 
country, were helped to emigrate to Australia, In the selection of 
deserving cases amongst the young women, the committee were 
much indebted to the exertions of the ladies’ committee. The 
funds of the society during the past year bad not received any great 
increase. The committee had received £200 under the will of the 
late Mr. A. M‘Lean, in addition tothe £100 received formerly. ‘The 
sum of £500 had been set aside for the erection of an ‘ Elizabeth 
Fry Refuge ”’ for deserving cases amongst discharged prisoners, The 
permanent funds of the society were £8100 in the Three per Cents., 
£1000 in the Three-and-a-Quarter per Cents,, £1000 in the Reduced 
Consolidated Annuities, and £100 per annum under the will of the 
late Mrs. Stafford. The committee noticed, with expressions of 
regret, the death of Mr, Cooper, the late honorary secretary, On 
the motion of Alderman Sidney, M.P., seconded by Deputy 
Bedford, the report was received and adopted, and, after appointing 
Mr, Alderman Hooper treasurer, and Mr. Alderman Sidney trustee, 
the meeting thanked the chairman and separated.

Last week the schooner Beverley arrived in Queenstown from St. 
John’s, New Brunswick, laden with deals, when the crew was paid 
off. Among them was a person who went by the name of ‘ Jemmy 
Browne,’’ who appeared a smart lad, exhibiting all the gaiety ofa 
young sailor; but soon after arrival the sex of the individual was 
suspected, and there was reason to fear the disguise was in fact 
assumed for some purpose of revenge. The matter was reported 
to Head Constable Crowley, and he repaired to Queenstown. 
“ Jemmy’’ was about to proceed to Cork, when he was addressed

The silk composing these ruches is not shaded, but the 
two colours precisely match the shades of the dress, In the 
ruches, the green and violet silk is so skilfully blended together 
that it presents the effect of wreaths of violets, with their green 
foliage. The ends of the sleeves, which are rather loose, are

Toe Late WituiaAM Josern Denison, M.P.—The

The late Mr. Denison, a man of soun rinciples 
and excellent character, though less penurious than his father 
who, when he entertained a friend at dinner in St. Mary-axe, use 
to walk to the butcher’s and bring home a rumpsteak in his pocket, 
as many persons still living can witness, was remarkable for his 
disinclination to detach even the smallest sum from his enormous 
capital, Three_ years ago, when the nephew to whom he has 
bequeathed £85,000 per annum fell into railway difficulties (the 
speculation having been undertaken with the sanction of his uncle), 
he permitted him to fly from the writs out against him to the semi- 
penal settlement of Boulogne-sur-Mer, and reside there a twelve- 
month with his young family, rather than come down with a sum of 
£2000. Yet to this very gentleman—a man of the nicest honoyrem 
he had at that very period bequeathed more than £2,000,000.
